A proposal to open a quarry in the northern Yukon to produce 
rock for export to the U.S. Beaufort Sea for the construction of 
artificial islands. This brochure will describe what the rock is to be 
used for, what the quarry operation looks like, when it will 
operate, the effects on the environment, the jobs that will be 
created, and the business opportunities that will go with it. 
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WHAT THE ROCK IS USED FOR 


Most of the artificial islands now being built by the 
oil companies in the U.S. Beaufort are built of sand 
which lies on gentle slopes and requires a lot of 
sand. If rock were available, a ring of rock could be 
dumped before each layer of sand is pumped in, as 
shown inthe illustration. The rock retained island 
has steeper slopes, which can reduce the amount of 
fill required by half. 

Islands for oil production will follow the islands for 
oil exploration. These islands will have to withstand 

the waves and the ice for decades. The most 
economical protection from waves and ice would 
be rock, if it were available. 


A DESCRIPTION OF THE OPERATION 


The rock is first drilled and blasted. 


Next the rock is loaded into trucks and driven ten 
miles to the dock facility and loaded into barges. 
_ The dock will be able to handle vessels of 8 metres 
draft, and will be protected from the waves by a 
breakwater. 


THE CAMP AND BASE 


The camp will be located near the coast and will 
include an airstrip nearby, an equipment repair 
garage, 2 fuel depot and recreational facilities. The 

- fuel depot will be surrounded by an impervious dyke 
to ensure against any danger of fuel leakage. The 
effluent from the camp will be treated in a 
mechanical sewage plant that produces clean water. 
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THE CREW 


The number of people employed would depend on how much rock could be sold 
each year. For one million cubic metres about 210 people would be employed plus 
another 20 for the marine crews. For two million cubic metres 360 people would be 
employed plus another 40 for the marine crews. The classifications for craft people and

Vacation time out during the summer would be through a suitable schedule of rotation 


arranged in advance. 
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THE YEARLY SCHEDULE 


Since this quarry is to load Gnto barges, it will operate during the open water shipping season from the 
end of June until the middle of October. Start-up and dewintering would begin in April, and shutting 
down and winterizing would take until mid-November. For the remaining 41% months, there would be ne 


activity. 
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THE EFFECTS ON THE ENVIRONMENT 


Wilderness Park: 
The proposed development is OUTSIDE the proposed 
North Slope Wilderness Park. 


Caribou: 

The proposed development is OUTSIDE the areas 
usually used by the Porcupine Caribou Herd, during the 
periods the quarry will operate. 


Falcon: 

No falcons nest in the area at present. When the 
quarry is abandoned, holes will be drilled in the quarry 
walis to create a suitable nesting habitat for raptors. 


Snow Geese: 
The proposed development is OUTSIDE the 
significant staging areas of the snow geese. 


Impact Statements: 
The company has filed an Initial Environmental 
Evaluation and a Socio-Economic Impact Statement. 


WHERE THE PEOPLE WILL COME FROM 


The crew will be virtually all northerners from 
the settlements and towns in the North. 

We will have, on staff, trainers with many years 
of heavy construction experience who will train and 
develop northerners to higher skills. 

This is within our Company’s policies for 
continually upgrading and developing the skills of 
our employees. 
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THE BUSINESS OPPORTUNITIES 


Besides extensive purchase of fuel and explosives from Canadian Producers, there will be a need for 
catering service, marine service, airplane service, and general supplies. These will be good opportunities 


for northern business. 


Also, in the initial stages of setting up the quarry there will be opportunities for local contractors for 
the erection of the camp facilities, the construction of the 10 mile road and construction of the airstrip. 
We will welcome proposals from Northern and Canadian business for other items.
